Ian Hunter was one of a number of Hollywood writers who as enlisted men were 
assigned tot the Presentation Breach of the OSS. I think I was the only one who'd had 
any military training. (Hot a Briticism - they could do more to help the war effort 
in suvh functions and did.) 

I presume that by then he was successful because, as all of us, he was permitted 
to live outside Army accomodations and he had a Georgetown house. 

The travail of The Hollywood Ten was after the war. 

what Hunter did to help Trumbo was, I tliink, a fine and principled thing that 
was not without personal risk. I think that others also did the same thing and that 
Trumbo won a number of awards under other names. 

One ofl the Ten turned out to be an informer. Dmytrjck was brought to our home one 
night before they were to testify by Charles Kramer, who had been an investigator with 
me on the Senate Civil Liberties Committee. Charles knew I'd researched a book on the 
Dies committee, which had subpoenaed the Ten. T^ey borrowed virtually everything and 
this included a complete set of the committee's expenditures, which I'd had three woman 
typist copying for three weeks in those days before xeroxing and notebooks of press 
reports, all mounted. I never got them back. 

In trying to track Dmytryk down in an effort to learn to whom he'd given them so 
I could retrieve them under FOIA the claimed no knowledge when I located and write him) 

I had some correspondence with others, including Trumbo and Alvah Bessie, whose son I 
think is an editor for a book publisher in Hew York. Bessie told me that they had decided 
not to invoke the Fifth Amendment and on principle to defends themselves by taking the 
First only. This defense got them convicted and jailed. 

Then and since I failed to see how invoking both amendments was less principled. 

I fought Dies et al headon, won and got an agent of their convicted of two felonies. 

Dave Wrone, Univ. Wisconsin, Stevens ^ointjhas those carbons of the Dies expenditures 
they did not take. I have no idea of their completeness. 

It is because from having worked for the Senate that I knew the rules I was able to 

move these women into the office of the Clerk of House and for them to have access. I think

that after that coup, perhaps unpeecedented or duplicated, that the rules were changed. But 
this is from recollection after more than 50 years and may be incorrect. 
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
